Roosevelt's Suggestion. 


Paris, March 23.—The suggestion of 


a mixed police at all ports, including 
Casa Blanca, on which the hopes of an

Cou- 
KorvuUvt- estimates place the number 
of starvinft Japanese nt from SOO.OOO 
to 1,000,000 prisons. For these, owiug
